Ike’s Two 
Happiest Years? 


It would be one of those ironies 
popularly supposed to invoke 


mocking laughter from the gods, 
if these last 
two years of 
the .administra- 
tion of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower 
turn out to be 
the happiest 
ones of his four- 
year term. 
But it just 
could be. 
Basically, at 
heart, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower 
is a Democrat. He has an in- 


stinctive feeling for people. He 
thinks of them as people and 


their little sorrows and triumphs 
are important to him as are the 
large and small ones. 

He might well have become 
a Democrat and there is _ no 
doubt but that he gave the idea 
some thought. Because he went 
to West Point before he was of 
voting age he never formally 
affiliated with a party until his 


formal decision to become a | 


candidate. His earliest votes 
were for Democratic candidates. 
He came to feel that the Demo- 
cratic Party had been too long 
in office and that a reversal was 
in order. He also was disgusted 
with- some of the Democratic 
appointees and there is reason 
to believe he had developed a 
dislike for Harry S. Truman, 
Feeling all these things he re- 
jected the offer of the Demo- 
cratic nomination. 


In Harmony 


Without any question he is, 
insofar as personality and in- 
stinctive feelings go, more in har- 
mony with the moderate Demo- 
cratic leadership in the Congress 
than with his own party mem- 
bers. More than any other man 
in the top echelon of the Repub- 
lican Party he knows and under- 
stands people. This came out of 
his long Army service, more 
particularly the years of the 
great war when he interested 
‘himself in the problems of his 
men in a manner unusual ‘for a 
commander. | 

Unfortunately for the Repub- 
lican Party, which of course 
contains many persons who are 
concerned with the social and 
economic problems of the aver- 
age citizen, it has so long pre- 
sented itself to the nation 
through men who lacked that, 
quality that the initials GOP 
have come to equate coldness 
and an attitude which treats peo- 
ple as statistics. 

A few days ago a news agency 
dispatch told of the initiation of 
Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey into the “Saints and ‘Sin- 
ners,”’ a theatrical organization 
devoted to fun and charity. A 
wag, in the gridiron type ribbing 
given each candidate, said that 
Secretary Humphrey liked 
horses, Secretary Charles Wilson 
liked bird dogs, but that there 
were no Republicans who liked 
people. It was all in fun, yet 
the fact the wit wrote it into his 
lines reflected what he thought 
would strike a responsive note. 

The wheel of political fortune 
has now turned the Democrats 
into power. Chairmen of the 
Senate and House committees 
will, for the most part, be South- 
ern Democrats. In fact, all the 
really important ones will be 
headed by veterans from the 
South. 


Old Guard 


This removes from power the 
Republican chairmen who did’ 
not “‘like Ike’’ and who were hos- 
tile to his program. It removes 
the reactionary Old Guard GOP 
members who fought the Eisen- 
hower nomination in the 1952 
convention. It brings in men 
who are in support of his foreign 
aid program, his foreign trade 
and tariff reduction plans, and 
his general foreign policy. It 
eliminates, for example, Bill 
Knowland from a powerful Sen- 
ate position, takes Joe McCar- 
thy from his and removes John 
Taber’s hands from off the ap- 
propriations committee throat 
in the House. 

As one looks at the election it- 
self, it is apparent that the ex- 
treme left-wing candidates of 
the Democratic Party met with 
defeat as did many of the ‘‘Old 
Guard” reactionaries of the 
GOP. 

It also is obvious that while 
dairy farmers were angry about 
their price suppart, the, grain 
farmers of the West like the 
President’s flexible farm price 
support plan.

McCarthy (R-Wis) voiced doubt to- 
day that leaders of his own party 
will vote to censure him when the 
Senate returns tomorrow for an 
extraordinary session t6 take up 
the charges against him. 
He renewed his prediction, how- 
ever, that the censure move will 
carry, saying his opponents have 
“plenty of votes’ lined up. But, 
denouncing the whole proceeding 
as “a lynching party,” he 
declared: 
“I don’t think the Republican 
leadership is going to go along 
with this.”” He added, however, he 
has no ‘‘commitment”’ to this ef- 
fect from GOP Senate Leader 
Knowland (Calif.) or other Repub- 
lican leaders.

Two Russian MIG fighters shot 
down an American B29 photo 
mapping plane in flames off 
northern Japan Sunday and 10 
of the plane’s 11 crewmen para- 
chuted.to safety, the Air Force 
Said today. 

A Far East Air Forces spokes- 
man said ‘‘Russian-built MIG- 
type fighters’’ made two firing 
passes at the Superfort setting it 
afire. The B29 did not return the 
MIGS’ fire. 

One crewman was drowned 
when he landed close to shore 
in the strait separating the north- 
ernmost Japanese islatid of 
Hokkaido from two groups of 
Soviet-held islands. 


SENT TO EMBASSY 


(The State Department an- 
nounced in Washington that a 
“protest has been sent to the 
American embassy at Moscow’’ 
for relay to the Kremlin. Depart- 
ment Spokesman Joseph Reap 
said details of the protest would 
not be made public until it had 
been delivered.) 

The 10 survivors were flown 
to their home base at Yokota Air 
Force base west of Tokyo last 
night and told air intelligence 
officers the story of the incident. 
They were described as “‘in good 
shape.”’ 

(The State Department had dis- 
pes that the B29 was flying on 
a routine mission along the east 
coast of Hokkaido when it was 
attacked. Hokkaido is only a few 
miles from the Russia n-held

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Atlanta’s Airport 


Serves the Region 


Atlanta’s airport is one of the nation’s 
busiest. It is one of the state’s big indus- 
tries. Long ago it outgrew its local func- 
tion and became regional in scope. 

Each day. 226 regularly scheduled 
commercial flights use it. About 2,000 
passengers board planes there on an aver- 
age day, and just as many disembark. 
Approximately 1,500,000 paying custom- 
ers use it each year, a figure nearly equal 
to half the population of the state of 
Georgia. In addition to these passengers, 
the airport handles an enormous volume 
of mail and nearly 20,000,000 pounds of 
air freight each year. 

The. airport is almost a self-contained 
city in itself. But as a point of arrival 
and departure for speedy trips to any- 
where in the world it has one serious 
flaw. 

Getting there and back by automobile 
is hard work and slow work. 

Transportation is the life of Atlanta. 
The airlines, railroads and highways that 
cross here are the reasons for the city’s 
being. As they prosper the city prospers. 
Anything that makes them less efficient 
is bad business for every citizen. 

The several routes from downtown 
Atlanta to the airport are inefficient from 
the point of view of time consumed. 
Something better is needed. 

There are several new routes under 
consideration; access roads leading di- 
rectly from the South Expressway to the 
Municipal Airport. They would elimi- 
nate the twisting and turnings through 
Hapeville, and that thriving eity’s thriv- 
ing traffic problem. 

There is no argument about the need 
for an express route right to the doors of 
the terminal. The only deterrent is the 
cost. 

The airport is not within the city 
limits of Atlanta. Therefore, the city’s 
hands are tied in this matter. A new ap- 
proach to the field is badly needed, how- 
ever. Because of the airport’s importance 
and the way it serves a large and heavily 
populated section, the benefits of this 
proposed road will accrue not only to At- 
lanta but to a big part of the state of 
Georgia.

Southerners Rank High 


In the 84th Congress 


A major reason for the 75 years of 
virtual serfdom of the South to the rest 
of the nation resulted from its political 
impotence. It has only been in the last 
quarter century that the region has been 
able to overcome it, principally as a re- 
sult of gaining its political place in the 
sun as a result of Democratic adminis- 
trations. 

The 84th Congress again will bear 
this out. Southerners, by virtue of 
seniority, will hold the key committee 
chairmanships. In fact, three members of 
the Georgia delegation will be among the 
most important men in running the coun- 
try’s affairs. 

Sen. Walter F. George, one of the 
country’s most respected men, will be- 
come president pro tempore of the 
United States Senate. As such he will 
preside over that body in the absence of 
the ‘vice president. 

In addition, Sen. George will assume 
chairmanship of either the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee or its Finance Com- 
mittee—two of the most important bodies 
of Congress. 

Sen. Richard B. Russell, equally re- 
spected and one of the nation’s finest 
statesmen, will become chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. This 
committee, charged with the nation’s 
security, will find the Georgian in his 
‘element. He will continue to do a splendid 
job. 

Rep. Carl Vinson, of Dublin, again 
will become chairman of the House 
‘Armed Services Committee. No man in 
Congress has had longer experience in the 
field nor rendered greater service. Then, 
too, he has supported the Eisenhower de- 
fense program more consistently than has 
the retiring chairman, Rep. Short (R-Mo.) 

Of the 19 House committees, nine 
Southerners are in line for chairman- 
ships and four will go to the border 
states. 

In addition to being able men, these 
Southerners can be expected to continue 
to fight for the region’s place in the eco- 
nomic sun.

Each of Us Is Charged 
With Busy Little Atoms 


Great are the uses of the atom. It is 
a powerful instrument of destruction, 
‘and at the same time one of the most con- 
‘structive things at the disposal of man. 

Through the use of radioactive iso- 
‘topes, Dr. Paul C. Aebersold of the 
‘Atomic Energy Commission has discov- 
-ered that the human body is nearly as 
-fluid as a river. Those of us who are ac- 
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customed to thinking of our bodies as 
tired old machines that have been drag- 
ging around for maybe too long, are in 
for a surprise. 


Dr. Aebersold has reported that the 
atomic turnover within the body is as- 
tonishingly rapid. For instance, half the 
body’s sodium atoms are completely re- 
placed by new ones every week or SO. 
The same is substantially true for hydro- 
gen, phosphorus, and other elements. In 
fact, according to the researcher, 98 per 
cent of the atoms within the human 
frame are replaced annually. 


Bored with yourself? Tired of the 
same old frame and face? Take another 
look then. In a manner of speaking you're 
constantly being reborn. Mankind, like 
the automobile industry, goes in for a 
radical chassis change each year.

Atlanta Traffic Court 


Follows Set Procedure 


There are those who think the City of 
Atlanta’s insistence on Municipal Court 
jurisdiction for all traffic offenders is 
impertinent and calling for a radical de- 
parture from established procedures. 


Let those who so think consider the 
situation in the City of Elberton. 


There, the City Recorder’s Court now 
tries traffic violations that occur in the 
city. The docket includes driving under 
the influence as well as other violations 
of state traffic laws. 


The jurisdiction is by authority of the 
State Court of Appeals, which has ruled 
that judges of police courts do have juris- 
diction and may try offenders of state 
traffic laws, provided the offender, in 
writing, waives trial by jury. If he does 
this, he may go before the City Recorder 
in Elberton and plead guilty or be tried. 

Thus there is restored to Elberton a 
jurisdiction which every municipality 
needs if it is to have adequate, effective 
traffic law enforcement within its limits,

O. R. McGuire, an attorney, has pointed out 
that in 1892 the Supreme Court of the United bE , 
States rendered its opinion in the Church of the ” 
Holy Trinity case (143 U.S. 457) that the people of the United States

“is a religious people. This is historically true. From the discovery 
of America to this hour there is a single voice making this affirma- 
tion.” The court then pointed to the basic documents of our na- 
tional history, the charters, commissions, official proclamations, and 


the Constitution itself. 
‘There is no dissonance in these 


declarations. These are not indi- 
vidual sayings or declarations of 
private persons; they are organic 
utterances; they speak the voice of 
the entire people. ... There is a 
jniversal language prevading them 
all having but one meaning; they 
affirm and reaffirm that this is a 


religious nation.”’ 

It we forget this truth, we neg- 
lect the foundation of faith upon 
which this nation was built. A 
study of history is of vital impor- 
tance in the education of every 
child. The child should be given 
a thoughtful interpretation of 
America’s basic documents. 

He should be reminded of the 
Pilgrims and Puritans who founded 
New England, of the Quakers who 
built Pennsylvania, of the Fran- 
ciscan Fathers who pioneered 
along our Western shores. 

The record is glorious and in- 
spiring. Many were those who 
looked for a country, whose, maker 
and builder was God!

The senator-elect helped to explode a couple of myths of the cam- 
paign that were widely publicized, namely, that there were no national 
issues of consequence and that the people were gripped by “apathy.”

ities control the rates. It has meant 
a halt also on much-needed | proj- 
ects which the government alone 
could build. 

The policy as it is working out 
was described with homely simile 
in a letter to a Portland newspa- 
per as follows: 

‘According to Sen. Cordon, all 
who disagree with him or lack ad- 
miration for his senatorial record 
are ‘Left-wingers,’ which would ap- 
pear to leave the State of Oregon 
really ‘loaded’ with 'em. But con- 
trary to one of the sendtor's com- 
plaints, we alleged ‘Left-wingers’

Spreads 


Fat Settled 
On W aist--- 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

There is no getting around it, 
fat given an inch, soon takes 
over the waist and spreads. 
from there. A fine figure at 40 
or 50-plus hinges on a fair to 
middling waist. A young waist 
is not out of reach in middle 
age. If your weight is within 
reason for your build, and your 
waist measures seven to eight 
inches less than the bust cir- 
cumference, that’s fair enough. 
But if the difference is less, 
than it’s six of one and half 
a dozen of the other whether 
you'll lose your figure for good. 

You know how it goes, one 
figure fault leads to another. 
The muscles at the sides of the 
waist get flabby and the waist 
wanders. 

Simultaneously fat collects 
amidships and then the’ hips 
spread. That’s it—the dreaded 
middle spread. 

Stretching exercises bring the 
most diminishing returns for 
the least effort, since they re- 
flexly contract the long mucles 
that run straight up and down 
the entire mid-section. The 
stretch can be elongated by 
adding a side bend to bring in 
the big diagonals that band the 
waist. Here we go. 

Position: Standing an inch or 
two from the wall, with the left 
side toward the wall, have left 
arm raised and placed against 
wall. 

Exercise: The action is to 
stretch muscularly through the 
midriff, push the arm up the 
wall... reach. Be sure to cen- 
ter the stretch through the mid- 
section, for that’s the part 
you’re aiming to streamline. 
Repeat slowly six times, relax- 
ing between, then change sides 
and again s-t-r-e-t-c-h smooth- 
ly. 

Flop over at the waist and 
dangle up and down, knees re- 
laxed, arms - hanging toward 
floor . . . let go. Then follow 
with side bending.

Miniature 


Susan Carlton Smith of Athens has a wonderful surprise in 
store for her. She is the creator—in case you’ve missed her 
exhibit so far—of the wondrously charming and appealing little 
nature ‘‘scenes’’ which are on view in the lobby of the Atlanta 
Public Library for the rest of November. 

And she who has provided so much pleasure for so many 
people is going to have the practically unprecedented opportu- 
nity of finding out what her public thinks of her. 


Before the glass case containing the exhibit there’s a little 
book in which viewers are invited to write their names and 
comment. Having a reporter’s instinct for reading other people's 
mail, I naturally riffled through the pages of the register. And 
the comments ... oh, the comments! 


All the adjectives are there and from all parts of the United 
States, surprisingly enough. ‘*The best thing I’ve ever seen”... 
“Oharming!’’ ... “Unique’’.. . ‘“‘Words fail me!” . .. ‘‘Master- 
piece”... “Splendid”... “Super Duper.”’ 


Of course, the one that tickled me and will undoubtedly amuse 
Miss Smith is the one from an old fraud, a fan of the acidulous 
H. L. Mencken. This visitor signed the late Mr. Mencken's name 
and home address, Baltimore, in the book and added one word 
of comment: “‘Obscene.”’ 

In view of unadulterated praise, including a few teen-age 
raves such as ‘‘Cool, man,” Miss Smith will be glad to settle for 
an unreasonable and exaggerated word from a Menckenesque 
critic, l'm sure. 

Honestly, if you haven’t seen the exhibit you'll want to take 
the children and go. Fairies have fallen into. disrepute these 
days, but when you see Susan Carlton Smith's “‘Woodland Crea- 
tions’’ you'll believe again in Thumbelina and Hop O’ My Thumb 
and the little princess who was rocked to sleep in a walnut shell. 

Violet Moore of Montezuma put me on to this project. She 
is a friend of the artist, who used to be an artist with the health 
department in Atlanta and, according to Violet, ‘‘used to draw 
things she saw through a microscope—like fleas’ legs.”’ 


Some of the things on view at the library are almost as 
minute and delicate. There’s a group of watercolor miniatures, 
pictures so tiny you could wear them in your locket. But the 
little three-dimensional studies are what fascinated me. She 
used beetles and butterflies and bits of root or fungi to make 18 
little scenes. I loved the one called ‘‘To Market” in which a 
beetle pulls a hickory nut shell coach by spider web reins and a 
tiny man with a grass body, berry head and seed pod hat drives. 
Then there’s a beautiful one entitled ‘“‘The Sea King” with a base 
of black mica, milkweed thistle whitecaps, a milkweed pod boat, 
a man and a woman made of roots and a pine needle oar. 


Miss Smith’s work has been exhibited in the International 
Flower Show in New York City, the American Museum of Natural 
History and the Brooklyn Public Library, as well as various 
places in Georgia. 

Take time when you go to see it and examine it carefully 
because the precision and perfection of detail are fully as charm- 
ing as the imaginative quality of the pictures. 


And do take the children. They'll see things you miss.

To Be Put 


On Display 


Beginning with the moralistie 
works of Georgia’s first ‘poet in 
1838, the Atlanta Public Library 
will open a new exhibition Mon- 
day, tracing the development of 
poetry in the state. 

The exhibit will be the second 
in a series of 15 on Georgia lit- 
erature in which rare old volumes 
from a private collection are dis- 
played to the public. 


ONE MONTH 


Library director John C. Settel- 
mayer said the exhibit will be 
featured for approximately one 
month, giving Georgians an op- 
portunity to “‘renew old acquaint- 
ances and recall old poems, old 
lines, old familiar phrases.”’ 

The ‘“‘bibliographical study of 
Georgia poetry’’ will begin with 
the first book of the Rev. Samuel 
Jones Cassels, the first poet in 
the state whose works were pub- 
lished when he brought out 
“‘Providence, and Other Poems” 
in Macon in 1838. 

Ante-bellum Georgia atithors 
who won national acclaim for 
their work include Robert’ Mill- 
edge Charlton, Richard Henry 
Wilde (famous for ‘‘My Life is 
Like The Summer Rose’), Henry 
Rootes Jackson (‘‘The Red Old 
Hills of Georgia’’) and Mary Ann 
Harris Gay, whose ‘‘Prose and 
Poetry’’ saw at least 14 editions 
from half a dozen Southern cities. 


Georgia’s ‘‘Lost Poet,” Thomas 
Holley Chivers, both friend and 
antagonist of Edgar Allan Poe, 
also will be represented. He and 
Mrs. Gay are buried near each 
other in Decatur.
